times a cure in a tew hours; but 
injecting fluids of any kind into the 
nostrils, or using snufis—in this form 
of catarrh—can only afford temporary 
relief, and may do permanent injury, 
by irritating the delicate membrane 

22 the passages. There is al- 

the risk of scrofulous persons 
changing a simple catarrh into the 
more serious form by meddling too 
much with it. 

There are then two kinds of Nasal 
Catarrh, and, although they affect 
the nasal passages, they are as differ- 
ent in all other respects as any other 
two diseases. One is a local irrita- 
tion, with eftusion from the mucous 
surfaces. The tendency, in a healthy 
person, is always toward recovery, 
even without tre: tment. 

The other is a serofulous discharge 
that has sought an outlet at the point 
of least resistance. 

To cure the catarrh it is necessary 
to remove the cause. It is probable 
that some of the advertised “catarrh 
remedies’ may check the discharge. 
It would be unfortunate if they did, 
because the disease would almost in- 
evitably be driven to the lungs. 

In these severe cases, it is essential 
— 7 = n 
and to kee passages c an 
disinfected. In syringing the nose, 
a “fountain syringe” is best, so that 
the force of the stream can easily be 
regulated. All fluids used for this 

rpose should be as warm as the 
lood; never cold. 

If the nozzle of a syringe is inserted 
into one nostril the fluid will flow out 
at the other, after having passed 
through both. Always insert the noz- 
zle of the syringe on the side least af- 
fected, The fluid will then enter the 
back portion of the other passage, aud 
foree out its contents so that none can 
enter the throat and be swallowed. 
From a pint to a quart of warm water 
may be used; and afterward, the pa- 
tient, yin on his back, should with 
the little floger put glycerine into the 
nostrils until he feels it . trickle down 
to the throat; or he can mix 10 dreps 
of carbolic acid crystals with a tea- 
spoonful of glycerine, and putit in a 
pint of tepid water, and inject the nose 
with it. Fora change, he may use 
warm soap suds, or a mixture of 10 
drops of tincture of iodine, half an 
ounce of glycerine and one pint of 
water; or, one drachm of chlorate of 
potash in one pint of warm water. As 
before stated, the object is to cleanse 
and disinfect the parts, and not to dry 
up the disch ;and if that should 
be the result, the remedy that accom- 
plished it ought to be discontinued, 
unless at the same time the general 
health has been so much improved 
that the disease would not be likely 
to attack the lungs or some other vital 
pert, .

trations. 
Let us first imagine a noble, gener- 


ous-hearted man, of lofty intellect 
which he devotes to the service of his 
country; of deep and strong affections 
which be lavishes upon his wife, his 
children and his friends. Let his life 
be purity itself; let his bonor be so 
sensitive that he feels a stain like a 
wound; let him lead a long life of the 
highest usefulness, and let the world 
mourn his loss when he passes away. 
But on his death bed let him say: 1 
cannot accept the Christian religion ; I 
do not believe in the immortality of 
the soul. The good man dies, and 
goes, of course, to hell. 

Next, let us picture to ourselves a 
girl born ina brothel, suckled at a 
harlot’s breast, nursed in corruption, 
reared in wretchedness and vice; her 
sole inheritance the evil propensities 
of criminal parents. She cannot fall; 
she is bora fallen. She is doomed to 
a life of shame, and she leads it. Vir- 
tue and religion are beyond her reach. 
At lust she dies, in utter; want and 
misery and wretchedness. Hetero- 
doxy*might hope that weeping angels 
would bear the soul of such a poor 
unfortunate up to heaven. But or- 
thodoxy says: No; to hell with her. 
She did not believe.” 

Stiil auother illustration. Th is is a 
boy born of honest,respectable parents. 
He early learos the difference between 
good and evil; knows his catechism 
and goes to church. Yet his nature 
is cold and selfish, and he grows to be 
a base, unprincipled villain. He be- 
trays the girl who loves him, and she 
goes the dowaward road do hell; he 
swiodles his best friend, he robs his 
father, and murders the mother who 
borehim. He is found guilty of 
murder, and condemned to death. In 
prison he meditates over the cate- 
chism that he learned in his youth. 
He repents, and when the rope is put 
around his neck he declares his belief 
in the blessed Savior, and from the 
gallows his soul wings ites way to 
heaven. n 

These are extreme instances, but 
they are instances of what js happen- 
ing in the world every day. They 
help to show this doctrine of damna- 
tion in its true light. 

„Seeker For Truth” finds an alleged 
analogy between punishment hereaf- 
ter and the legal punishment meted 
out to criminals on earth. The com- 
parison is unhappy, for the analogy is 
false. Our criminal laws are based 
upon expediency; God's laws must be 
founded upon right: human law is for 
the protection of society; God's law 
for the welfare of the soul: criminal 
jurisprudence, except in capital cases, 
aims at reformation; divioe vengeance 
is made to appear everlasting: the 
punishment of buman laws is , finite; 
God's, we are told, is infinite. 

We know that every violation of 
pature's laws is punished; that none 
can be broken with impunity. Though 
the punishment may be slow, it is 


it is nevertheless unfailing. So with 


the moral law. Every sin, every act

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here on earth. It may be that the 
punishment is direct aud evident, or 
it may be that it consists only in the 
deprivation of some enknown good; 
but it surely comes, 80, too, is virtue 
its own reward. For all we do on 
earth, we on earth receive our fewards 
and punishmeats. The Christian re- 
ligion, with its scheme of rewards and 
punishments, seems to me less noble 
than the pagao philosophy which 
teaches us to do good for its own 
sake. 

In conclusion, I must briefly refer 
to the criticisms which 8.

My asser- 
tion that the Bible is full of absurdi- 
ties, is true. But to attempt to prove 
the statement would be to open up u 
vast field for controversy,and I learn 
that you do not desire such a lengthy 
discussion in your columns, My dec- 
laration that few educated persons, 
outside of the clergy, believe in the 
inspiration of the scriptures, was in- 
tended to apply to this country only. 
The statement was rather broad, but 
measurably Arue, though not capable 
ef demonstration.

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THE GAMBLING AGT. 


A Lively Debate in the State Senate 
Yesterday. . 


An Act to restrict gaming, intro- 
duced by Powning, of Washoe, was 
reported upon unfavorably by the 
Committee on Public Morals. 

Senator Meder explained to the 
Senate that it was simply a bill in the 
interests of some gamblers in Washoe 
county who wished to gamble down 
staire. 

McConnell wanted to know if it 
was any worse to gamble down stairs 
than up stairs. 

Hammond argued that a game run 
down stairs could be seen by 
young boys, and it had a demoralizing 
effect. Old sinners would hunt the 
game anyhow. He did not believe in 
the extension of the privileges of the 
Gaming Act. 

McConnell, in reply, thought that 
the higher you went toward heaven 
the less sin. 

Rockhill did not believe in the 
question of wrong. He went a good 
deal on the Constitution. 

Schooling thought that if a young 
man could slip up stairs out of sight 
he would be more liable to play. 

Powning held that the law was not 
special or unconstitutional. The li- 
cense could be collected dowu stairs, 
and not up stairs. 

After a long discussion the bill was 
referred to a committee, to be 80 
amended as to make it lawful for games 
o be run down stairs in places whose 
voting population is less than 2,000, 
and was passed. :
